In 
other words, winter typhoid is almost as 
{important as summer typhoid. Especial- 
ly is this the case when we add to the 
list of typhoid cases those of winter 
‘diarrhea, a disease which merely is a 
masked form of typhoid. 

Typhoid is due to the typhoid bacillus. 
This bacillus is spread by typhoid car- 
riers (people), by polluted water, infected 
milk, occasionally by oysters and vege- 
tables, and by files and fingers. Typhoid 
bacilli in food have found their way there 
from some human source, 


There are two great avenues of pre- 
One of these is by vaccination. 
Vaccination is done by injecting a con- 
siderable dose of dead typhoid bacilli 
hypodermically. The injections are three 
in mumber, and are given at intervals 
of one week to ten days, 

Somewhere about one week after the 
first injection a small degree of immunity 
is in evidence. This increases daily. 
By four weeks after the first injection 
the immunity is considerable enough to 
withstand infection by typhoid bacilli 
present in moderate amount in food or 
The immunity lasts for three 
to five years, though it decreases ma- 
terially during the third year. 

The immunity rarely is considerable 
enough to withstand massive dosage with 
typhoid bacilli.

Above all, keep the water 
supply free from sewage pollution. If 
pure water is unobtainable, that which 
‘is available can be made safe by the 
use of chlorite, hypochlorite, or halazone, 
or by boiling. 

Keep the milk clean. If not assured of 
its safety, make it safe by pasteurization 
or by boiling. Cooking makes vegetables 
safe. Flies can be suppressed, and 
should be. Scrupulous cleanliness of the 
household and of the hands should be ob- 
served.

About the time the first car should 
have come forward, L. Fish Com- 
pany wired the pottery to hold up 
all orders and not ship anything un- 
til further advised. This was only 
one of many such communications 
received at the pottery, and they 
were body blows to the staggering 
factory. | 


The Chicago salesman was nat- 
urally as anxious as anyone to save 
the L. Fish orders from cancellation. 
But Mr. Ike Fish said: “No, we 
have enough goods—we don’t want 
anything else to come in here. We 
don’t want any more bills to pay this 
year. And as for advertising, it 


would cost altogether too much un- 


der present conditions to sell those 
-seven hundred sets now ” 


With that eleven thousand dollar 
order on the books held up, and very 
likely to be canceled at any minute 
the Chicago salesman decided to 
make one last effort to get that ship- 
ment through. 


_He called up the pottery on long 
distance ’phone, told them that un. 


less action was taken immediately 
the order would be lost, cancelled, 
gone forever, and that there was 
only one w4y to save it; that if the 
pottery would consent, this Chicago 
man would offer to advertise at the 
expense of the pottery these dinner 
sets for L. Fish to the limit of 75c 
per set. | 

Mr. Gahris, the President of The 
Limoges China Company, said: “Go 
to it. We'll spend 75c a set to sell 
these goods.” 

When this message was delivered 
to Mr. Dierks, he immediately and 
enthusiastically said: “Well, that’ll 
turn the trick. We can sell them in 
The Tribune for that money.” 

The consent of Mr. Ike Fish to 
carry out this plan was soon se- 
cured, and he said: “All right. Rush 
in one car of three hundred sets and 
we'll try it, although I have my 
doubts about getting any results 
whatever just at this time.” - 

B We wired for one car. Mr. Lud- 
gin, advertising manager, got the 
cuts and copy ready, and when the 
car arrived, Ludgin was all ready to 
shoot. So on Sunday the first ad 
ran in The Chicago Tribune. On 
Monday, next day, the L. Fish 
stores scold out the three hundred 
sets of dishes, and they oversold the 
quantity on hand. 

L. Fish had to telegraph for the 
other car of four hundred sets to be 
rushed here. Another similar ad. 
vertisement in the Chicago papers 
reduced the stock of sets so that the 
L. Fish Furniture Company placed 
another order, a new one, for five 
hundred more sets. 

This story shows the condition of 
things today and proves that where 
a real effort is made by the dealer, 
he can go right ahead with his ad- 
vertising and his plans and keep 
business coming: right along to his 


store.
